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Riot  police  descend  on  drag  queens;  activists  accuse 
police  of  committing  “bias  crime'

WASHINGTON— Wielding  billy  clubs, 
shoving  people  and  baricing  anti-gay  epithets, 
a  squadron  of  police  in  full  riot  gear  descend¬ 
ed  upon  an  orderly  annual  gathering  of 
Halloween  celebrants — arresting  four  gay 
men — Oct.  31.  Outraged  gay  and  lesbian 
community  activists  say  the  incident  is  an 
example  of  the  continuing  problem  of  homo¬ 
phobia  on  the  part  of  the  Washington  D.C. 
Metropolitan  Police  and  have  demanded  a 
full  investigation,  disciplinary  action  for 
those  responsible,  an  apology  and  increased 
police  sensitivity  training. 

Tracey  Conaty,  co-chair  of  the  District’s 
Gay  and  Lesbians  Opposing  Violence 
(GLOV)  told  GCN,  “We  are  calling  this  a 
bias  crime  on  the  part  of  the  police.”  She 
added,  “If  these  officers  cannot  abide  by  laws 
protecting  gay  men  and  lesbians,  how  can  we 
can  we  rely  on  them  to  enforce  them?” 


spill  over  from  the  sidewalk.  Witnesses  said 
that  their  overriding  concern,  rather  than 
crowd  control,  seemed  to  be  the  safety  of 
17th  Street  celebrants. 

Around  midnight  police  officers  in  riot 
gear,  marching  six  abreast  down  Q  Street, 
arrived  at  the  17th  Street  intersection.  Spinar 
said  that  the  newly  arrived  police  began 
pushing  people  on  the  sidewalk  from  both 
sides,  for  no  apparent  reason.  Other  witnesses 
corroborated  that  there  was  no  announcement 
to  disperse  or  reason  given  for  the  sudden 
arrival  of  the  riot  police. 

“Police  in  riot  gear  kept  coming  and  com¬ 
ing  in  droves."  said  Carla  Darby,  a  witness 
who  also  serves  on  Mayor  Sharon  Pratt 
Dixon’s  Advisory  Committee  on  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Concerns.  “They  blocked  the  side¬ 
walk,  pushed  people  against  each  other  and 
into  railings,  causing  them  to  fall.” 

Other  witnesses  heard  officers  refer  to  peo¬ 
ple  on  the  sidewalk  as  “men,  ladies  or  what¬ 
ever  you  are.”  GLOV’s  Conaty  confirmed 
that  numerous  witnesses  heard  police  calling 
people  “fags  and  queers.”  One  person 
reported  that  same  sex-couples  were  being 
harassed  and  shoved  more  than  people  of  the 
opposite  sex  who  seemed  to  be  together. 

Spinar  reported  that  he  saw  people  being 
hit  with  billy  clubs.  When  he  tried  to  follow 
his  companions  off  the  sidewalk  and  into  a 
nearby  bar,  a  police  officer  stopped  him,  say¬ 
ing,  “You  are  never  allowed  to  walk  in  front 
of  a  police  officer.”  Spinar  explained  that  he 


was  trying  to  cooperate  with  the  apparent 
wish  of  the  police  by  getting  off  the  sidewalk; 
at  that  point  the  officer  directed  her  col¬ 
leagues  to  “arrest  that  one.”  Somewhere 
between  eight  and  10  officers  surrounded 
Spinar,  handcuffed  him  and  marched  to  an 
awaiting  paddy  wagon. 

“I  was  shocked  that  I  had  been  randomly 
picked  off  the  street  and  arrested,”  Spinar 
told  GCN.  “It  was  somewhat  humiliating  to 
be  handcuffed  and  paraded  down  the  center 
of  the  street  like  some  kind  of  example." 

Also  arrested  was  Dan  Reichart.  Police 
with  billy  clubs  pushed  the  crowd,  including 
Reichart,  into  an  iron  railing.  “There’s  no 
place  to  go,  asshole,”  he  yelled.  One  officer 
then  yanked  Reichart  by  his  shirt,  ripping 
buttons  off  his  collar  and  shirt  front.  Reichart 
said  he  was  shoved  to  the  sidewalk,  injuring 
his  forehead,  as  others  pinned  down  his  arms, 
shoulders  and  ankles. 

At  3:00  a.m.  friends  finally  found  Spinar  at 
the  District  3  Police  Station.  He,  Reichart  and 
the  others  were  offered  the  opportunity  to  pay 
$25  and  be  released.  Both  Reichart  and 
Spinar  specifically  asked  if  payment  consti¬ 
tuted  an  admission  of  guilt.  They  were  told 
no,  and  therefore  paid  the  $25.  Only  the  next 
day,  when  their  lawyers  called  the  police,  did 
they  discover  that  the  charge  against  them 
was  “disorderly  conduct”  and  that  they  had 
forfeited  their  right  to  be  heard  by  a  judge  by

BOSTON — The  long-anticipated  “flame 
of  Wichita”  that  Operation  Rescue  had 
planned  to  bring  to  Boston  Nov.  2  was 
snuffed  out,  according  to  pro-choice 
activists.  Having  announced  for  weeks  that  it 
would  blockade  and  shut  down  abortion  clin¬ 
ics  in  the  Boston  area.  Operation  Rescue 
instead  retreated  to  Rhode  Island  when  more 
than  2500  pro-choice  supporters  turned  out 
to  protect  access  to  four  clinics  in  Boston 
and  adjacent  Brookline. 

“I  don’t  know  that  we’ve  seen  the  end  of 
Operation  Rescue,  but  I  know  that  they  don’t 
feel  very  comfortable  coming  here  any 
more,”  said  Ellen  Convisser,  the  president  of 
Massachusetts  (National  Organization  for 
Women)  NOW.  “We’ve  set  a  precedent  for 
the  rest  of  the  country.” 

Pro-choice  activists  showed  up  at  the 
clinics  to  prevent  members  of  Operation 
Rescue  from  blocking  women’s  access  to 
them.  Activists  also  said  they  were  there  to 
hold  police  accountable  for  enforcing  a  state 
injunction,  made  permanent  in  October,  that 
forbade  members  of  Operation  Rescue  from 
blocking  access  to  the  clinics  or  harassing 
women  attempting  to  enter  them.  Violators 
of  the  injunction  can  face  a  mandated  fine  of 
$5000,  a  prison  term  of  two  and  one-half 
years  or  both. 

Invoking  the  the  name  of  the  Kansas  city 
in  which  Operation  Rescue  held  massive 
clinic  blockades  this  summer,  the  group  had 
vowed  in  its  literature  to  “bring  the  flame  of 
Wichita  to  Boston.”  But  Convisser  asserted, 
“They  not  only  didn’t  bring  it  to  Boston, 
they  didn’t  bring  it  anywhere  in 
Massachusetts  and  they  really  didn’t  bring  it 
to  Cranston,  Rhode  Island.” 

Convisser  said  she  and  other  NOW  orga¬ 
nizers  saw  members  of  Operation  Rescue 
drive  by  Boston-area  clinics  “looking  for  a 
place  to  land”  but  finally  left  the  city  after 
finding  the  clinics  well-protected  by  police 
and  pro-choice  activists.  Members  of 
Operation  Rescue  then  made  the  45-minute 
trip  to  Cranston  in  order  to  blockade  the 
Women’s  Medical  Center  of  Rhode  Island. 
According  to  police,  more  than  90  Operation 
Rescue  members  were  arrested  by  9  a.m.  A 
few  members  of  the  group  locked  them¬ 
selves  to  the  clinic  doors,  one  with  a 
Kryptonite  bicycle  lock  fastened  around  his 
neck.  According  to  pro-choice  organizers, 
however,  all  clinic  appointments  were  kept 

Hundreds  of  pro-choice  activists  from 
Massachusetts  arrived  at  the  clinic  in 
Cranston  by  9  a.m.  after  learning  Operation 
Rescue  had  relocated  their  protest.  Within 
two  hours,  a  spirited  rally  of  more  than  1200 
pro-choice  activists  had  built  up  on  the  side¬ 
walk  across  from  the  clinic. 

Police,  who  were  apparently  nervous  that 
pro-choice  activists  would  clash  with  the 
estimated  300  members  of  Operation  Rescue 
picketing  on  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  clin¬ 
ic,  lined  police  cruisers  bumper-to-bumper 
down  the  middle  of  the  road  for  two  blocks. 
However,  an  estimated  one  dozen  pro-choice 
supporters  protested  on  the  clinic  side  of  the 
street,  in  the  midst  of  the  Operation  Rescue 
picket. 

Police  harass  pro-choicers 

“I  feel  like  the  police  are  trying  to  keep 
[Operation  Rescue’s]  message  going  while 
silencing  ours,”  said  Karen  Dobak,  a  pro- 
choice  activist  from  Cambridge,  Mass.,  who 
had  been  picketing  on  the  clinic  side. 
Chanting,  “The  whole  world  is  watching,”

$25,000  must  come  in  before  December  1 .

pro-choice  activists  became  angered  when 
police  suddenly  began  to  pick  out  pro-choice 
supporters  from  the  clinic  side  of  the  street  in 
order  to  drag  them  to  the  other  side. 

Dobak  told  GCN  that  a  police  officer 
dragged  her  across  the  street  and  pushed  her 
over  the  top  of  a  police  cruiser,  despite  her 
insistence  that  she  is  disabled  and  has  brittle 
bones.  She  was  caught  by  pro-choice 
activists  on  the  other  side  of  the  car,  but 
remained  on  the  ground  for  several  minutes 
in  pain.  When  friends  helped  Dobak  up  to 
lean  on  the  police  car,  several  police  officers 
admonished  her  to  “get  off  of  it.” 

A  legal  observer  who  argued  with 
police — charging  them  with  violating  the 
First  Amendment  rights  of  the  activists  by 
picking  them  out  based  upon  the  content  of 
their  signs  or  speech — was  put  into  a  paddy 
wagon  and  released  a  few  minutes  later. 

“I  guess  they  decided  not  to  arrest  a 
lawyer,”  said  the  observer,  Boston  attorney 
Gail  Pendleton.  All  legal  observers — who 
were  not  carrying  any  signs  or  shouting  slo¬ 
gans — were  removed  from  the  clinic  side  of 
the  street  along  with  the  pro-choice  activists. 

A  Cranston  police  detective  responded  to 


activists'  challenges  with  the  statement,  “If 
you  go  over  there,  you  know  what’s  going  to 
happen — there’s  going  to  be  a  fight.” 
However,  Ellen  Kaye,  another  pro-choice 
activist  from  Cambridge,  said  she,  Dobak 
and  others  had  been  on  the  clinic  side 
protesting  since  8:30 — almost  two  hours 
before  police  removed  them — without  inci¬ 
dent. 

“I’m  really  impressed  with  the  turnout.  It 
was  very  empowering.  It  was  a  great  mobi¬ 
lization,”  said  Donna  Schneider  of  Yale 
Students  for  Reproductive  Choice,  one  of 
several  student  groups  from  around  New 
England  that  attended  the  actions.  A  pro- 
choice  rally  on  Nov.  1  drew  an  estimated  300 
people  at  the  Yale  campus  in  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  and  Yale  students  filled  two  buses  for 
the  Boston  and  Cranston  protests,  Schneider 
said. 

Members  of  unions  were  also  present  in 
large  numbers.  Jolee  Zola,  a  member  of  the 
United  Transportation  Union  who  works  at 
Amtrak,  said,  “I  am  so  happy  today  because 
day  after  day  on  the  front  pages  of  the  Globe 
and  the  Herald  they  have  said  [members  of 
Operation  Rescue]  were  going  to  come  into 
Boston  and  shut  the  clinics  down.  And  today 
they  got  their  buns  handed  to  them  in  a  big 
way.”  □

elected 

In  another  election  openly  HIV+  NY  candidate  Duane,  and  gay 
rights  protections  in  St.  Paul  and  San  Francisco  win.  In  Boston, 
openly  HIV+  Cronin  draws  strongest  turnout  since  '83,  while 
lesbian  Noble  pulls  ahead  despite  opposition  from  gay  groups.

SEATTLE — In  a  resounding  victory  over 
an  incumbent,  lesbian  candidate  Sherry 
Harris  won  a  city  council  seat  Nov.  6 — carry¬ 
ing  66  percent  of  the  vote  to  become  the 
nation’s  first  openly  lesbian  African 
American  elected  official.  Harris  was  among 
a  handful  of  openly  gay  candidates  on  city 
council  ballots  around  the  country  this  fall. 
Her  victory  comes  in  an  election  year  that 
also  included  challenges  to  a  gay  rights  ordi¬ 
nance  in  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  and  domestic  part¬ 
nerships  in  San  Francisco,  both  of  which 
were  defeated. 

“It’s  really  great  to  know  that  the  people  of 
Seattle  are  at  a  point  where  being  gay  or  les¬ 
bian  doesn’t  matter  to  voters,”  said  Harris’s 
campaign  manager,  Steve  Craig.  He  added 
that  Harris’s  sexual  orientation  “was  not  a 
detriment  to  our  campaign.” 

Harris  successfully  deflected  attempts  by 
the  media  to  pigeon-hole  her  as  a  lesbian 
candidate,  according  to  Craig.  Although  she 
is  articulate  on  gay  issues,  he  said,  her  plat- 
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form  included  the  idea  that  all  issues  that 
affect  the  city  as  a  whole  also  touch  on  the 
lives  of  lesbians  and  gay  men.  Craig  told 
GCN  that  Harris  often  used  responses  such 
as,  “The  last  time  I  checked,  transportation 
had  no  gender  and  land  use  planning  had  no 
sexual  orientation.” 

Craig  acknowledged  that  Harris  received 
“fantastic  support”  from  the  gay  and  lesbian 
community,  in  a  city  that  has  a  higher  than 
average  gay  and  lesbian  population.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  he  said,  Harris’s  campaign  received 
$10,000  from  the  newly  established  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Victory  Fund,  a  national  organiza¬ 
tion  designed  to  help  openly  gay  people  win 
elections. 

Other  gay  candidates 

Tom  Duane,  an  openly-gay  candidate,  will 
take  a  seat  on  the  New  York  City  Council  to 
represent  the  newly-formed  “gay  friendly” 
district  that  includes  Greenwich  Village.  He 
received  72  percent  of  the  vote  in  the  election

Writing  in  praise 

Dear  GCN: 

Why  do  we  so  seldom  see  responses  to 
GCN's  book  reviews — either  agreeing  or  dis¬ 
agreeing  with  the  reviewer?  Besides  laziness 
or  its  opposite  compulsive  busyness,  there’s 
no  obvious  answer,  except  of  course,  books 
don’t  matter. 

I  write  in  praise  of  Ellen  Herman’s  and 
Marc  Stein’s  review  essays  of  Doris 
Grumbach’s  and  Henry  Abelove’s  recent 
books.  The  sense  of  balance  and  intellectual 
honesty  in  both  reviews  reminded  me  of  what 
is  missing  from  what  passes  as 
intellectual/political  discourse  in  the  halls  of 
power.  On  Grumbach,  there  is  no  fear  or  men¬ 
dacity  in  Herman’s  consecutive  topic  sen¬ 
tences  and  her  development  of  them:  “This 
self-centered  and  elitist  tone,  if  disturbing,  is 
at  least  honst”;  “Grumbach’s  sensibility  is  fre¬ 
quently  cranky  and  quick  to  judgment”;  and 
“In  spite  of  all  this,  there  is  something  I  like 
about  Grumbach.” 

As  to  whether  either  Grumbach  or  Abelove 
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is  a  lesbian  or  gay  writer,  or  their  books  gay 
literature,  I  say  when  in  doubt,  review  and  let 
us  decide.  We  all  have  our  own  canons  to 
which  we  will  either  admit  one  or  both  or  let 
them  swim  on  their  own  in  the  larger  ocean 
of  literature — or  prose.  Among  Herman’s 
recommendations  of  unquestionably  gay 
autobiography  is  Kate  Millett’s  The  Loony 
Bin  Trip.  For  further  advice  on  whether  that 
book’s  worth  the  purchase  price  see  Amy 
Hoffman’s  well  balanced  and  intellectually 
solid  essay  on  Millett’s  book  which  appeared 
in  GCN  toward  the  end  of  last  year.  I  obvi¬ 
ously  didn’t  take  the  time  then  to  praise  that 
review. 

Finally,  a  fag  cultural  note:  Let  me  very 
briefly  call  attention  to  the  highlight  of  La 
Streisand’s  recent  30-year-career  self-tribute. 
In  her  lopsided  duet  with  Ryan  O’Neal  of 
Cole  Porter’s  “You’re  the  Top,”  from  What’s 
up  Doc?,  Barbara  addresses  Ryan  as  the  top. 
He  retorts:  “I  am?”  He  then  insists  that  she 
is,  and  later  in  their  debate  the  song  ends  on 
that  unequivocal  note.  Was  there  ever  any 
doubt?

I  have  been  locked  down  and  got¬ 
ten  write-ups  (disciplinary  action)  for  just 
giving  another  man,  my  cellmate,  a  back  rub 
only  because  as  I  did  so  we  were  both  in  our 
jockey  shorts.  Another  inmate  last  week  got 
written  up  for  masturbating  during  count  It 
almost  seems  like  here  they  expect  us  to 
have  super-human  willpower  in  how  we  con¬ 
trol  our  sexual  urges.  Or  at  least  we  should 
be  able  to  totally  ignore  than,  come  on  give 
me  a  break,  put  men  together  along  with 
other  gay  men  and  just  what  do  you  expect 
to  happen? 

So  far  they  have  no  censored  any  of  my 
male  mail  yet.  After  I  am  sure  to  specify 
anything  sent  in  not  be  sexually  explicit  i.e.- 
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no  shots  of  actual  sex  acts.  I  figure  this  will 
also  be  plagued  with  ire  as  the  days  go  along 
but  till  then  I  grin  alot.

What  should  gay 
prisoners  do? 

Dear  GCN: 

I’m  a  known  homosexual  prisoner  at 
Valdosta  Correctional  Institution  and  around 
about  September  28,  1991,  I  was  having  a 
talk  with  another  inmate  named  Charlie 
Hood  who  has  been  harassing  me  sexually. 
On  the  above  date  he  stated  to  me,  that  all 
the  inmates  are  saying  I  have  AIDS.  At  that 
time  I  told  him  I  didn’t  have  AIDS.  Two 
days  later  this  same  inmate  stopped  me  on 
my  way  to  the  gym  and  said  “I  found  out 
you  don’t  have  AIDS,  the  lab  technician 
Johnny  let  me  see  your  HIV  test  results.... 
and  I  also  can  tell  you  when  you  took  the 
test.  May  17, 1991  and  you  took  another  one 
in  September  of  this  year.”  This  inmate  also 
told  me  that  the  lab  technician  helped  him 
beat  a  drug  test 

So  after  being  told  all  this  I  talked  with 
two  of  the  nurses  about  it.  Their  boss  Mr. 
Jack  Williams  told  me  to  write  a  statement  of 
everything  I  told  them.  So  I  did.  Around 
October  4,  1991  at  3:40  p.m.  I  was  called  to 
security  to  talk  with  Captain  Rocheleay  and 
the  Deputy  Warden,  Mr.  Roulain,  about  this. 
I  was  told  by  these  two  officials  that  they 
would  check  it  out. 

After  not  getting  any  feedback  from  the 
two,  I  wrote  the  superintendent  Mr.  L. 
Linahan  on  October  22,  1991  asking  him 
why  haven’t  I  heard  anything  about  what’s 
going  on  with  what  I’ve  told  officials.  Mr.  L. 
Linahan  told  me  he  had  talked  with  the  lab 
technician  and  inmate  Charlie  Hood  and  they 
denied  that  this  happened.  He  said  somebody 
is  lying.  I  said  I’m  not  lying,  inmate  Charlie 
Hood  did  tell  me  this  happened.  Mr.  L. 
Linahan  told  me  to  leave  his  office,  I  left  and 
went  to  my  call  out  at  the  Chaplain 
Department.  After  being  in  group  about  20 
minutes,  Sgt.  Redding  came  and  said  get 
against  the  wall  and  handcuffed  me  and  put 
me  in  segregation. 

The  warden  locked  me  down  for  lying  to 
him  about  this  matter.  When  I’m  telling  the 
truth — only  because  inmate  Charlie  Hood 
works  in  his  office  for  him.  I  have  been  dis¬ 
criminated  and  harassed  by  the  officials  here 
ever  since  I’ve  been  here  because  I’m 
homosexual  and  they’re  homophobic. 

Something  needs  to  be  done  but  I  don’t 
have  the  resources.  Officers  here  have  called 
me  sissies  before  and  cursed  me  out  because 
I’m  gay.  It  doesn’t  do  any  good  to  file 
grievances  cause  they  will  not  send  them  to 
Central  Office  in  Atlanta,  Ga.

People  have  the 
right  to  get  back  on 
their  feet 

Dear  GCN: 

Greetings!  I  am  so  happy  that  I  am  finally 
receiving  your  newspaper.  I’ve  lost  touch 
these  past  two  and  a  half  years. 

You  see,  the  State  of  Idaho  Department  of 
Corrections  does  not  allow  GCN  to  enter 
their  institutions.  However,  there  are  some 
brothers  who  are,  and  have  already  made  it 
an  issue  in  court.  It  may  take  a  while,  but  it 
will  most  likely  be  in  “our'’  favor. 

I’ve  been  busy  these  last  few  years.  I’ve 
been  working  on  a  prisoner  project  trying  to 
help  prisoners  with  parole  plans  and  collect¬ 
ing  a  whole  array  of  contacts  to  open  my 
own  business.  What  I  need  is  some  input  on 
what  exactly  are  some  of  prisoners  needs, 
and  what  would  they  like  to  see  a  contact 
company  offer? 

I  have  been  working  this  idea  for  a  reason. 
First,  as  being  a  prisoner  myself,  and  having 
been  out  on  parole  (I’m  back  on  a  minor  vio¬ 
lation),  I  have  found  that  there  are  some 
things  that  I  needed  when  I  was  released. 
Fortunately,  I  had  family  to  help  me  out,  and 
that  I  was  only  in  prison  for  two  years.  But  I 
needed  help  first  by  having  employment. 
That  is  the  main  thing  besides  residence, 
which  is  required  for  a  Parole  Plan. 

Other  things  that  are  needed  is  information 
regarding  chemical  dependency  programs 
throughout  the  country.  Many  parolees  are 
required  to  attend  and  or  go  through  an  in¬ 
patient  program  upon  their  parole. 

School  and  vocational  training  is  one 
important  need.  I’ve  seen  a  lot  of  people  who 
are  paroled  out  want  to  go  to  school.  In  my 
last  few  years  I  have  obtained  much  informa¬ 
tion  on  how  to  obtain  grants  and  how  to 


obtan  funds  for  school  and  vocational  train¬ 
ing. 

I  utilized  a  contact  center  at  one  point. 
They  helped  me,  some,  but  not  how  I  would 
have  liked  them  to.  Most  of  my  questions 
were  answered  by  “we  do  not  have  that 
information  at  this  time.”  My  business  will 
have  the  answers  that  prisoners  ask;  if  not. 
I’ll  find  them.  It’s  bad  enough  that  the  state 
and  federal  governments  capitalize  on  pris¬ 
oners,  we  don’t  need  private  businesses  to 
take  what’s  left  without  giving  the  full  ser¬ 
vice. 

I  have  gathered  a  whole  array  of  data  that 
can  be  useful  to  most  anyone  who  needs 
help.  And  with  the  help  of  computer  technol¬ 
ogy,  I  can  do  this  at  a  minimum  cost.  So 
while  I’m  doing  this  violation  time,  which 
will  be  approximately  eight  months,  I  am 
seeking  ideas  from  prisoners  and  parolees 
White,  Black,  Native  American,  Gay, 
Straight,  whatever.  I  am  doing  this  because 
it’s  a  way  I  can  “get  back”  at  the  prison  sys¬ 
tems  for  f--cking  over  people  who  have  the 
right  to  get  back  on  their  feet  without  the 
bureaucratic  bullshit  that  the  state  and  feder¬ 
al  governments  like  to  dish  out 

I  am  Native  American,  and  I  have  felt  the 
power  of  race  discrimination  and,  as  always 
being  politically  oriented  myself,  it  is  time 
that  I  found  an  outlet  to  combat  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  an  ex-fellon.

SAFER  SEX  AND 
DRUG  USE  GUIDELINES 

GCN  offers  these  guidelines  for  all  of  us  who  are  making  decisions  about  sex  and  drug  use  in  the  midst  of  the  AIDS  epidemic. 

HIV  is  a  virus  widely  thought  to  be  a  cause  of  AIDS.  The  highest  concentrations  of  HIV  are  found  in  blood  and  semen.  So  it's 
important  to  avoid  any  way  in  which  HIV-infected  blood  or  semen  can  get  from  one  person's  body  into  another  person's  blood¬ 
stream. 

•  Fucking  (anal  and  vaginal)  without  a  condom  and  sharing  needles  account  for  almost  all  the  documented  cases  of  HIV 
transmission. 

•  Oral  sex  without  a  condom  or  dental  dam  accounts  for  a  very  few  documented  cases  of  HIV  transmission. 

•  Other  ways  of  transmitting  HIV  that  have  not  been  documented  but  which  could  be  theoretically  risky  include:  fisting,  finger 
fucking,  rimming,  deep  kissing,  sharing  uncleaned  dildos.  The  theory  here  is  that  any  way  HIV-infected  bodily  fluids  get 
from  one  person  into  another  involves  risk.  For  example,  HIV  could  be  transmitted  if  a  person  with  a  cut  on  their  hand 
fistfucked  their  partner  and  caused  bleeding  in  their  rectum  or  vagina. 

HOW  TO  PLAY  SAFER 

Only  you  can  decide  what  risks  you  are  willing  to  take.  Some  people  use  safer  sex  practices  with  all  their  partners.  Other  people 
make  decisions  about  the  risks  they  are  willing  to  take  based  on  their  own  and  their  partners'  sexual  and  drug  use  history  and/or 
HIV  status.  People  also  make  decisions  based  on  how  comfortable  they  feel  negotiating  safer  sex  in  any  particular  situation.  If  you 
and  your  partner  have  not  talked  about  past  practices  and/or  HIV  status,  don't  make  assumptions.  (For  example,  many  lesbians 
have  had  unprotected  intercourse  with  a  man  in  the  last  ten  years.) 

•  Use  a  condom  when  fucking.  On  the  condoms,  use  water-based  lubricants  like  KY.  Oil-based  lubricants  like  Crisco, 
Vaseline,  and  baby  oil  may  make  condoms  break 

•  Use  a  condom  when  sucking  dick  if  your  partner  is  going  to  come  in  your  mouth.  If  HIV-infected  cum  or  pre-cum  gets  in 
your  mouth,  it  may  get  in  your  bloodstream  through  cuts  in  your  gums  or  sores  jn  your  mouth. 

•  Use  dental  dams  (latex  squares)  when  going  down  on  a  woman  if  she  is  having  her  period  or  has  a  vaginal  infection. 
Menstrual  blood  and  secretions  Irom  vaginal  infections  have  more  HIV  than  healthy  vaginal  secretions  or  urine.  No 
information  has  been  gathered  about  the  concentration  of  HIV  in  "female  ejaculate." 

•  Use  latex  gloves  for  fisting  or  finger-fucking  if  you  have  any  sores  or  cuts  on  your  hands. 

•  Keep  semen  and  blood  (including  menstrual  blood  and  blood  drawn  Irom  piercing,  cutting  or  shaving)  out  of  your  vagina, 
anus,  mouth,  or  breaks  in  your  skin. 

•  If  you  share  dildos,  vibrators  or  other  sex  toys,  use  a  new  condom  each  time,  or  clean  toys  with  hydrogen  peroxide  or  soap 
and  water. 

•  Alternative  insemination  may  put  you  at  risk  Discuss  this  risk  with  potential  donors  or  sperm  banks. 

•  Massage,  hugging,  dirty  talk,  role-playing,  masturbation  (solo,  with  a  partner,  in  a  group)  and  other  activities  that  don't  let 
blood  or  semen  into  your  bloodstream  are  safe. 

•  Alcohol,  poppers  or  other  drugs  may  lower  your  ability  to  make  good  decisions.  Many  people  have  reported  that  they  have 
been  unable  to  maintain  safer  sex  practices  after  getting  high. 

•  Good  nutrition,  lots  of  rest,  exercise  and  nonabuse  of  alcohol  and  other  drugs  may  help  you  fight  all  illnesses,  including 
AIDS. 

INTRAVENOUS  DRUG  USE 

•  Don't  share  works  (needles,  syringes,  droppers,  spoons,  cottons  or  cookers)! 

•  If  you  must  share  or  re-use  works,  clean  them  before  and  alter  each  injection  as  follows:  dip  needle  and  works  into  bleach, 
draw  up  and  release  three  times,  dip  needle  and  works  into  Iresh  water,  draw  up  and  release  three  times,  in  an  emergency, 
rubbing  alcohol  or  vodka  can  be  used  instead  of  bleach.  Or  you  can  boil  works  that  aren't  plastic  in  water  for  at  least  15 
minutes.  (Use  a  fresh  solution  each  time  you  clean  your  works.)

Nov.  6  after  taking  60  percent  in  the 
Democratic  primary  against  Liz  Abzug,  the 
openly-lesbian  daughter  of  former  U.S.  Rep. 
Bella  Abzug  (D-N.Y.)  Duane,  who  has  a 
long  history  of  local  gay  activism,  received 
backing  in  the  primaries  from  most  segments 
of  the  gay  and  lesbian  community. 

Duane,  who  announced  during  his  cam¬ 
paign  that  he  was  HIV-positive,  told  GCN  he 
made  the  information  public  because,  “I  had 
always  been  open  about  being  gay  ....  I 
thought  I  would  be  candid  about  this  as 
well."  He  said  he  didn’t  know  if,  as  some 
observers  claim,  the  announcement  helped 
his  visibility.  Duane  said  he  believes  he  is  the 
first  openly  HIV-positive  person  to  hold 
elected  office  in  the  country. 

Redistricting  was  key  to  Duane’s  win,  he 
said,  emphasizing  the  importance  of  working 
toward  the  establishment  of  districts  that 
have  a  high  concentration  of  gay  and  lesbian 
voters.  “We  absolutely  have  to  be  involved 
in  redistricting,”  he  said.  “It’s  critically 
important  for  empowering  our  communi¬ 
ties.” 

Michael  Cronin  of  Boston’s  South  End  ran 
a  spirited  campaign  against  entrenched  con¬ 
servative  District  2  city  councilor  James 
Kelly.  Although  Cronin — who,  like  Duane, 
is  openly-gay  and  HIV-positive — lost  the 
election,  he  considers  his  campaign  success¬ 
ful  in  bringing  together  a  coalition  of  voters 
in  Boston’s  racially  diverse  South  End, 
which  is  home  to  many  gay  men. 

District  2  includes  the  South  End  and 
Chinatown,  as  well  as  South  Boston — a 
large,  conservative,  mostly  white  neighbor¬ 
hood.  Cronin’s  campaign  organized  the  reg¬ 
istration  of  1200  new  voters,  mostly  in  the 
South  End,  according  to  campaign 
spokesperson  John  Demeter.  Cronin  received 
74  percent  of  the  South  End  vote,  a  three-to- 
one  margin  over  Kelly,  and  Cronin  also  won 
in  Chinatown. 

Cronin  said  his  outstanding  support  in  the 
South  End  shows  that  Kelly  is  not  represent¬ 
ing  the  entire  district  and  that  district  lines 
should  be  redrawn,  a  view  supported  by 
Byron  Rushing,  a  progressive  African 
American  who  represents  the  South  End  in 
the  State  House.  Cronin  said  even  some  of 
Kelly's  supporters  acknowledged  to  him  that 
“the  views  and  the  values  here  [in  the  South 
End}  are  different  from  those  in  South 
Boston.” 

According  to  Demeter,  the  overall  voter 
turnout  in  the  South  End  was  the  highest  in 
eight  years,  since  Mel  King,  an  African 
American,  ran  for  mayor  in  1983.  The  coali¬ 
tion  that  came  together  for  his  campaign, 
Cronin  said,  is  only  the  beginning  of  a  major 
drive  to  encourage  and  support  future  pro¬ 
gressive  candidates  to  run  in  the  district 

A  future  candidate  will  “have  the  advan¬ 
tage  of  being  able  to  capitalize  on  the 
momentum  we’ve  already  established,” 
Cronin  said.  “I  really  feel  very,  very  good 
about  opening  up  the  possibilities  for  differ¬ 
ent  representation”  in  the  district. 

Meanwhile,  one  of  the  nation's  first  gay 
elected  officials,  Boston  City  Councillor 
David  Scondras,  coasted  easily  into  his  fifth 
term  in  office,  with  70  percent  of  the  votes 
from  his  district  (District  8 — the  Fenway, 
Back  Bay,  Mission  Hill,  and  Beacon  Hill). 

Elaine  Noble,  the  U.S.’s  first  openly-gay 
state  representative  who  served  in  the 
Massachusetts  legislature  in  the  1970s,  cam¬ 
paigned  for  the  city  council  in  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  this  fall  without  the  support  of  the 
local  progressive  gay  and  lesbian  communi¬ 
ty.  Due  to  Cambridge’s  elaborate  election 
system,  which  involves  counting  ballots  by 
hand,  election  returns  were  not  fully  avail¬ 
able  at  GCN’ s  presstime.  However,  Noble 
appears  to  be  running  neck-and-neck  with 
two  other  candidates  for  the  final  city  coun¬ 
cil  seat. 

After  seeking  and  failing  to  receive  the 
endorsement  of  the  Cambridge  Lavender 
Alliance — a  progressive  gay;  lesbian  and 
bisexual  organization — Noble  faulted  the 
Alliance  for  being  “morally  bereft,”  and  sug¬ 
gested  in  Boston  Phoenix  article  that  many 
members  of  the  Alliance  were  also  members 
of  the  North  American  Man-Boy  Love 
Association.  In  addition,  she  was  quoted  in 
the  Boston  Globe  as  lauding  Albert  O’Neil, 
the  arch-conservative  Boston  city  councilor 
at-large  who  states  in  his  campaign  literature 
that  he  is  vehemently  opposed  to  gay  rights 
and  proposes  that  to  end  the  AIDS  crisis,  “a 
lot  of  people  in  this  country  should  change 
their  way  of  living,  and  then  we  might  sur¬ 
vive.”  O’Neil’s  literature  also  stated,  “I  am 
sick  and  tired  of  this  first  amendment  right 
[sic]  crap.” 

Members  of  the  Alliance  also  stated  they 
opposed  Noble’s  candidacy  for  her  desire  to 
change  Cambridge’s  form  of  government 
despite  her  admitted  lack  of  recent  participa¬ 
tion  in  Cambridge  politics  and  her  ignorance 
of  issues  ranging  from  the  distribution  of 
condoms  in  schools  to  the  separation  of 
church  and  state. 
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An  openly-lesbian  African  American  lost 
a  city  council  election  in  Tampa,  Fla.  Nadine 
Smith,  a  former  Tampa  Tribune  local  govern¬ 
ment  reporter,  lost  the  Oct.  8  special  runoff 
election  after  a  strong  showing  in  the  Sept. 
10  primary.  “Our  campaign  opened  the 
door,”  Smith  told  GCN.  “It  showed  that  sex¬ 
ual  orientation  does  not  [determine  who  is]  a 
viable  candidate.” 

Anti-gay  referenda 

An  effort  by  anti-gay  forces  in  St.  Paul, 
Minn.,  to  repeal  the  city’s  year-old  gay  and 
lesbian  civil  rights  ordinance  failed  by  nearly 
4,000  votes.  The  city,  which  voted  in  and 
then  repealed  a  gay  rights  ordinance  in  the 
1970s,  will  continue  to  be  among  an  estimat¬ 
ed  25  municipalities  nationwide  to  grant  pro¬ 
tections  based  upon  sexual  orientation.  “It’s 
a  great  day  for  St.  Paul,”  said  Tom  Welna, 
aide  to  Mayor  James  Scheibel.  “We’re  gonna 
raise  the  gay  [rainbow]  flag  over  city  hall 
today.” 

In  San  Francisco,  domestic  partnerships 
were  affirmed  after  an  effort  to  repeal  the 
city’s  ordinance  acknowledging  them  was 
defeated.  “It’s  a  mandate,”  said  openly-les¬ 
bian  supervisor  Roberta  Achtenberg.  “It 
shows  that  after  30  years  of  struggle,  San 
Francisco  has  become  a  town  ...  that  really 
respects  the  diversity  of  our  families.  I 
couldn’t  be  happier  about  it.”

paying  the  $25. 

“I  am  personally  upset  that  the  arrest  will 
show  up  on  my  record,”  said  Reichart,  who 
has  written  a  letter  of  complaint  to  his  city 
council  member.  ““I  feel  I  was  misled  by 
police — perhaps  deliberately — in  regard  to 
the  post-and-forfeit  situation.  I  want  my 
record  expunged.” 

Spinar  believes  the  police  are  guilty  of 
false  arrest.  He  has  filed  a  civil  complaint 
with  the  Washington,  D.C.  Civilian 
Complaint  Review  Board,  at  the  request  of 
the  mayor’s  office,  and  is  also  looking  into 
the  possibility  of  pursuing  a  lawsuit  against 
the  police. 

“Afterwards,  I  experienced  a  sense  of  guilt 
and  had  to  remind  myself  I  hadn’t  done  any¬ 
thing  wrong,”  said  Spinar. 

No  full  investigation 

GLOV’s  Conaty  said  the  failure  of  the 
people  on  17th  Street  to  react  violently,  even 
when  pushed  and  insulted  by  police,  indi¬ 
cates  the  degree  to  which  the  event  was 
peaceable,  and  did  not  justify  the  presence  of 
riot  control  officers. 

Conaty  said  that  the  riot  police  had  appar¬ 
ently  marched  down  Q  Street  from 
Georgetown,  where  previous  Halloween 
crowds  sometimes  reached  50,000  and 
became  quite  boisterous.  She  speculated  that 
one  reason  the  riot  police  were  sent  to  17th 
Street  was  a  lower  than  anticipated  crowd  in 
Georgetown,  estimated  at  20,000. 

Outraged  GLOV  and  community  mem¬ 
bers  met  after  the  incident  and  called  for  a 
full  independent  investigation.  They  have 
asked  that  police  officers  who  are  implicated 
be  temporarily  suspended  from  work  with 
pay  and  those  responsible  for  the  excessive 
police  force  be  fired. 

Darby,  of  the  Mayor’s  Advisory 
Committee,  said  that  her  group  had  also 
called  for  a  full  investigation  of  the 
Halloween  incident.  “The  mayor  Ls  very  sup¬ 
portive  of  the  gay  and  lesbian  community, 
always  has  been  and  I  think  will  continue  to 
be,”  she  added. 

On  Nov.  6,  Pratt  Dixon  issued  a  statement 
responding  to  the  allegations  of  police  mis¬ 
conduct,  saying  that  the  Metropolitan  Police 
Department  cannot  conduct  a  formal  investi¬ 
gation  “because  Civilian  Complaint  Review 
Board  actions  have  already  been  filed.”  Pratt 
Dixon  did  say  that  she  does  not  condone  the 
use  of  excessive  force  or  violence  by  police. 
She  also  sought  to  assure  community  mem¬ 
bers  that  she  and  Police  Chief  Issac  Fulwood 
had  discussed  “the  events  leading  up  to  the 
alleged  police  misconduct.” 

Conaty  said  that  the  backlog  of  cases  at 
the  Community  Complaint  Review  Board 
goes  back  as  far  as  two  years  and  waiting  for 
the  complaints  from  this  incident  to  go 
through  will  take  too  long.  “We  demand  that 
any  complaints  filed  in  this  incident  be  expe¬ 
dited  and  dealt  with  immediately,”  she  said. 

According  to  Conaty,  one  of  the  most  dis¬ 
turbing  implications  of  the  Halloween  inci¬ 
dent  is  that  10  years  of  on-going  sensitivity 
training  for  police  cadets  is  being  under¬ 
mined  by  homophobic  veteran  police.  For 
that  reason,  GLOV  and  community  members 
have  also  demanded  greater  police  participa¬ 
tion  in  and  financing  of  the  GLOV  training 
program,  calling  for  the  police  department  to 
require  attendance  of  veteran  officers. 

In  her  press  release  the  Mayor  responded 
to  the  issues  of  sensitivity  training  by  saying 
that  she  and  Fulwood  are  in  agreement  with 
respect  to  training  of  “our  younger  police 
officers.”  — filed  from  Boston

Divided 

New  short  fiction  anthology  drops  its  own  theme

ndivisible:  New  Short  Fiction  by  West 
Coast  Gay  and  Lesbian  Writers  is  the 
fourth  major  anthology  devoted  to  gay 
and/or  lesbian  fiction  to  appear  is  as  many 
months.  The  and/or  is  necessary  because 
Indivisible  is  the  only  of  this  summer’s  four 
(and  according  to  its  editors,  the  first  ever), 
anthology  of  fiction  by  gay  man  and  lesbians. 
As  the  jacket  copy  states,  “Indivisible  repre¬ 
sents  unity  and  the  need  to  transcend  human 
differences.”  This  distinction  is  the  collection’s 
key  selling  point  and  primary  artistic  justifica¬ 
tion,  and  unfortunately  its  largest  shortcoming. 

There  is  some  wonderful  writing  in  this  col¬ 
lection.  The  first  story,  “Eternity”  by  Bernard 
Cooper,  virtually  brims  over  with  homoeroti¬ 
cism,  evoking  a  pre-adolescent,  slightly  con¬ 
fused,  “differentness”  reminiscent  of  A  Boy’ s 
Own  Story,  only  infinitely  better-crafted. 
Although  there  is  no  homosexual  activity  or 
mention  of  it  until  the  third  paragraph  from  the 
end,  this  is  a  gay  story  through  and  through. 

The  final  piece  in  the  collection,  and  its 
longest,  is  Rick  Sandford’s  brilliant  account  of 
an  Auschwitz  commandant’s  love  affair  with  a 
Jewish  prisoner,  in  the  form  of  an  academic 
paper.  “Forster  and  Rosenthal  Reevaluated” 
draws  its  power  from  the  carefully  crafted  his¬ 
torical  format,  which  creates  the  impression  of 
absolute  authenticity,  and  thus  absolute  empa¬ 
thy. 

Other  stories  are  also  worth  at  least  two 
reads.  Michael  Lassell’s  “Skyfires”  is  an  inge¬ 
nious  interweaving  of  a  gay  retelling  of  the 
Icarus  myth  with  a  college  dorm  story. 
Ayofemi  Balayan’s  “Now,  I  Have  To  Tell  This 
Story:  Trial  by  Fire,”  although  it  includes  some 
predictable  writing,  is  nonetheless  a  powerful 
recounting  of  a  rape  and  of  the  revitalizing 
power  of  storytelling. 

But  quality  writing  does  not  necessarily 
make  for  a  quality  anthology.  A  good  antholo¬ 
gy  has  an  order,  a  unifying  theme  that  deter¬ 
mines  both  the  selection  and  the  placement  of 
stories. 

Indivisible  has  two  themes  that  are  put  forth 
as  justification  for  its  having  been  gathered 
together.  First,  of  course,  it  is  a  collection  of 
West  Coast  writers,  or  as  the  inside  blurb  puts 
it,  “the  next  wave  from  the  West  Coast”  If  the 
West  Coast  had  a  discernible  queer  literary 
style  associated  with  it,  this  might  make  some 
sense.  As  it  is,  however,  the  current  geographic 
home  of  the  contributors  (many  of  them  are 
Eastern  transplants)  has  very  little  bearing  on 
their  writing.  Yes,  the  majority  of  the  pieces  are 
set  on  the  West  Coast,  but  they  are  as  different 
in  style,  genre,  content  and  quality  as  is  Los 
Angeles  from  Vancouver,  B.C. 

The  second,  and  clearly  more  significant  rai¬ 
son  tfetre  of  this  collection  is  reflected  in  its 
title,  Indivisible.  In  the  introduction,  editors 


Wolverton  and  Drake  call  ours  a  time  of  “heal¬ 
ing  between  lesbians  and  gay  men,”  a  “histori¬ 
cal  moment”  when  we  are  working  together  as 
never  before.  Although  they  recognize  that  the 
bitter  divisions  have  not  all  been  forgotten  or 
set  aside,  they  posit  that  this  first-ever  expressly 
gay  and  lesbian  fiction  anthology  is  evidence  of 
a  new  era  of  unity. 

Well,  perhaps  so.  More  likely,  the  collection 
represents  Wolverton  and  Drake’s  attempt  to 
move  us  closer  to  such  an  era.  Their  task  is 
clearly  not  an  easy  one.  Yes,  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  have  been  working  together  more  closely 
in  recent  times,  but  we  are  hardly  “indivisible.” 
Joining  gay  and  lesbian  writers  in  a  cooperative 
effort  is  an  admirable,  but  at  this  point  extreme¬ 
ly  difficult,  goal.  To  accomplish  this,  any  book 
would  require  a  concerted  editorial  effort. 

It  is  therefore  astonishing  that  aside  from  the 
two-page  introduction,  Wolverton  and  Drake 
make  no  other  attempt  to  demonstrate  the 
“shared  voice”  implied  by  the  title.  The  only 
apparent  organizing  principle  is  that  the  book 
alternates  (with  one  exception)  between  stories 
authored  by  men  and  women. 

But  merely  alternating  stories  by  men  and 
women  provides  no  evidence  of  our  political  or 
literary  connections.  In  fact,  presenting  the  sto¬ 
ries  side  by  side  serves  to  heighten  the  reader’s 
awareness  of  the  disconnectedness  of  gay  and 
lesbian  fiction,  because  there  is  so  little  over¬ 
lapping  or  cross-referencing  in  the  pieces.  The 
only  story  in  which  lesbians  and  gay  men  are 
joined  thematically  (or  otherwise)  is  Robin 
Podolsky’s  “Dignity /Uniform/Dignity.”  This 
three-part  vision,  presenting  a  woman  being 
raped,  the  parallel  scene  of  a  gay  man  being 
attacked,  and  finally  an  alternative  in  which  gay 
men  and  lesbians  join  together  to  bash  back  at 
the  criminals,  does  just  what  the  anthology  sets 
out  to  do.  It  demonstrates  the  connections  gay 
men  and  lesbian  have,  and  the  synergistic 
power  we  can  possess  when  we  join  forces  with 
one  another. 

In  one  other  story,  "A  Silent  Village"  by 
Wendi  Frisch,  the  female  author  writes  about  a 
father  and  his  son,  but  neither  they  nor  their  sit¬ 
uation  has  any  identifiably  gay  orientation. 
With  these  two  exceptions  in  the  anthology, 
gay  men  write  about  gay  men,  and  lesbians 
write  about  lesbians.  It’s  as  if  each  group  had 
not  heard  that  the  other  existed. 

Citing  the  AIDS  crisis  and  other  recent 
events  that  have  necessitated  coalition  building, 
the  editors  state  in  the  introduction  that  now  “is 
the  first  time  since  Stonewall  that  gay  men  and 
lesbians  have  felt  so  much  common  ground.” 
This  is  arguably  the  case,  but  none  of  the  sto¬ 
ries  in  the  anthology  reflect  this  reality.  There 
are  no  gay  and  lesbian  activist  groups,  as  in 
Sarah  Schulman’s  People  in  Trouble.  There  are 
no  lesbian  buddies  of  gay  men  with  AIDS,  or 
vice  versa.  There  are  not  even  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  who  are  friends! 

In  other  words,  this  anthology  contrived 
especially  with  gay-lesbian  unity  in  mind,  has 
even  less  evidence  of  connectedness  than  many 
books  that  do  not  claim  unity  as  their  guiding 
theme.  Take,  for  example,  Certain  Voices, 
another  of  this  summer’s  many  gay  fiction

Disco  kills

team,  a  new  novel  by  Jay  B.  Laws,  is  a 
neat  supernatural  thriller  that  more  than 
makes  up  in  imagination  and  atmo¬ 
sphere  what  it  might  lack  in  sophistication. 
Like  the  novels  of  Stephen  King — whose  writ¬ 
ing  style  is  nowhere  near  as  good  as  Laws’ — 
Steam  attempts  to  get  under  our  skin  by  finding 
the  hidden  horrors  that  may  lurk  beneath  every¬ 
day  life. 

This  is,  of  course,  the  basis  for  all  horror  sto¬ 
ries  and  readers  have  grown  used  to  the  more 
classic  of  the  genre:  like  Stevenson’s  Dr.  Jekyll 
and  Mr.  Hyde  or  Henry  James’  The  Turn  of  the 
Screw.  To  examine  the  purely  psychological, 
contemporary  writers  have  focused  their  atten¬ 
tion  on  the  more  mundane  elements  of  modem 
life.  And  while  King  always  has  a  sound  psy¬ 
chological  basis  for  his  work — like  the  fear  of 
female  sexuality  that  pervades  Carrie  and 
Firestarter — he  has  also  filled  his  books  with 
the  likes  of  killer  cars  and  carnivorous  houses. 
In  Steam,  Jay  B.  Laws  does  King  one  better  and 
locates  his  horror  in  a  human-devouring  gay 
bathhouse  that  is  attempting  to  take  over  the 
world. 

The  problem  in  describing  the  plot  of 
Steam — as  with  many  supernatural  thrillers — is 
that,  reduced  to  precis,  it  sounds  totally  ridicu¬ 
lous.  But  here  goes:  an  evil  force,  who  goes  by 
the  name  of  Victor,  has  arrived  in  contempo¬ 
rary  San  Francisco  and  settled  himself  in  the 
steam  room  of  a  now-closed  bath  house.  This 
evil  presence  gamers  his  energy  from  the  sexu¬ 
al  desires  and  fantasies  of  gay  men  who  are 
lured  to  their  death  by  remembering  the  pre- 
AIDS  abandon  that  thrived  in  discos  and  bath¬ 
houses.  Victor  manifests  himself  as  steam,  or 
sometimes  a  heavy  San  Francisco  fog,  and  trav¬ 
els  around  the  city  seducing  and  snaring  vic¬ 
tims. by  sweet  talking  them  with  sexual  fan¬ 
tasies.  As  more  and  more  men  succumb  to  his 
allure,  Victor’s  power  becomes  stronger  and, 
apparently,  unstoppable.  The  only  two  people 
who  realize  what  is  happening  are  David  and 
Bobby — both  of  whom  have  recently  devel¬ 
oped  psychic  powers — but  since  they  cannot 
convince  anyone  else  of  what  is  happening, 
they  have  to  destroy  Victor  themselves. 

If  Steam's  plot  borders  on  the  silly — or  at 
bast,  the  sublimely  ludicrous — Laws’  writing  is 
stylish,  sleek  and  efficient  The  book  is  continu¬ 
ously  creepy  and  compulsively  readable,  not  a 
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bad  combination.  But  there  is  more  to  Steam 
than  just  a  pop  junk  read.  One  of  the  charms  of 
the  book  is  to  see  how  much  and  how  cleverly 
Laws  has  borrowed  from  the  realm  of  the 
supernatural  thriller.  There  are  large  chunks  of 
The  Exorcist  in  Steam,  as  well  as  The  Fog, 
inklings  of  Stephen  King’s  quirky  IT  and  even 
a  nod  towards  die  1958  movie  classic  The  Blob. 
It  is  clear  that  Laws  knows  his  stuff  and  if  at 
times  Steam  reads  like  an  encyclopedia  of  the 
genre,  it  always  feels  fresh,  never  redundant  or 
second-hand.  Part  of  what  makes  Steam  so 
inventive  and  original  is  that  Laws  has  man¬ 
aged  to  take  these  elements  and  plot  devices 
and  has  given  them  a  new  gay  twist  that  packs  a 
real  emotional  resonance.  And  while  this  is 
rather  daring  and  exciting,  it  also  feels  a  little 
scary  because  here — as  well  as  in  the  supernat¬ 
ural  genre  in  general — a  critique  of  sexuality 
might  be  read  negatively. 

Because  our  culture  generally  attempts  to 
obscure  and  mystify  sexuality  it  often  is 
cloaked  in  mystery.  There  has  always  been  an 
undercurrent  of  danger  associated  with  sexuali¬ 
ty — both  repressed  and  rampant — in  supernatu¬ 
ral  fiction  and  frequently  this  sexuality  is  equat¬ 
ed  with  danger.  From  Mrs.  Radcliffe’s  The 
Mysteries  of  Udolpho  to  Bram  Stoker’s 
Dracula  to  Le  Fenu’s  Camilla  to  The  Turn  of 
the  Screw,  sexuality  is  presented  as  both  allur¬ 
ing  and  deadly:  an  unknown  force  that,  once 
unleashed,  might  destroy.  Each  of  these  works 
plays  on  a  variation  of  this  theme — Dracula 
plays  on  the  fears  of  a  predatory  sexuality  while 
The  Turn  of  the  Screw  might  easily  be  read  as  a 
critique  of  the  dangers  of  repressed  sexual 
desire — but  in  all  cases  desire  is  seen  as  prob¬ 
lematic  rather  than  salvation. 

In  Steam,  Laws  takes  a  cautious  and  compli¬ 
cated  view  of  this  whole  matter.  It  is  clear  that 
all  of  the  gay  men  in  the  book  are  self-loving 
and  positive  about  their  sexuality.  And  there  is 
also  a  great  deal  of  discussion  of  the  difficulties 
of  living  as  a  sexual  person  during  the  AIDS 
epidemic.  One  of  Victor’s  greatest  lures  is  that 
he  offers  these  men  a  world  in  which  AIDS 
does  not  exist  (of  course  it  is  a  false  lure,  they 
actually  die  and  exist  in  agony)  and  Laws  has  a 
sharp  understanding  of  the  psychology  that 
allows  us  to  long  for  sexual  activity  we  know 
should  be  avoided.  When  the  slightly  older 
David,  who  lived  through  years  of  pre-AIDS 
sexual  fun,  attempts  to  explain  to  the  younger 
Bobby  how  things  have  changed.  Laws  encap¬ 
sulates  the  sexual  metaphysics  of  his  book: 

And  then  the  party  was  over.-I  hate  it 
when  people  say  that,  but  yes:  the 
party  was  over.  In  its  own  way  that’s

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Loathe  at  first  bite 

Stick  Vampires  Anonymous  six  feet  under 
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Jeffrey  N.  McMahan

nlike  most  vampires,  I  do  not  have 
an  eternity  to  squander  on  useless 
pursuits,  dead-aid  jobs  and  unrequit¬ 
ed  love.  My  time  is  limited  and  I  would  like 
to  fill  it  with  as  many  quality  items  as  possi¬ 
ble.  It  is  with  keeping  this  in  mind  that  I  rec¬ 
ommend  bypassing  Jeffrey  N.  McMahan’s 
Vampire's  Anonymous  for  loftier  literary  pur¬ 
suits.  If  you’ve  misplaced  your  only  copy  of 
War  &  Peace,  don’t  panic.  A  grocery  list  or 
phone  bill  will  prove  to  be  as  entertaining  as 
McMahan’s  novel,  if  not  a  bit  more  intellec¬ 
tually  stimulating. 

Ever  since  the  popularity  of  Anne  Rice’s 
Vampire  Chronicles,  bookstores  have  been 
flooded  with  cheap  take-offs  trying  to  ride 
the  coattails  of  her  success.  McMahan’s  book 
is  no  different  His  work  is  filled  with  stereo¬ 
types  from  both  vampire  lore  and  supposed 
gay  culture  that  combine  to  create  a  story  that 
is  tedious  and  superficial.  He  is  so  concerned 
with  what  he  imagines  to  be  gay  sensibility 
that  his  characters  are  never  allowed  to 
evolve.  The  end  result  is  a  bunch  of  tired  old 
queens  drinking  blood,  insulting  each  other’s 
wardrobes  and  trying  to  get  the  hottest  coed

into  bed.  Yawn,  yawn,  yawn.  If  that’s  the 
stuff  of  great  literature,  half  of  my  friends 
would  have  won  Pulitzer  Prizes  by  now. 

The  story  centers  on  Andrew  Lyall,  a  vain, 
violent  and  dashing  young  vampire  with  atti¬ 
tude  and  an  annoying  habit  of  referring  to 
himself  in  the  third  person.  When  we  first 
meet  Lyall,  he  is  not  only  being  stalked  by 
two  vampire  hunters  and  a  band  of  disco  chic 
undead,  but  he  has  also  managed  to  infuriate 
the  founder  of  Vampires  Anonymous,  a  sup¬ 
port  group  dedicated  to  abstaining  from 
human  blood.  Needless  to  say,  Andrew  is  not 
very  popular.  When  his  lover  is  murdered, 
Andrew  swears  vengeance  and  spends  the 
rest  of  the  novel  trying  to  figure  out  who  is 
responsible  and  how  he  is  going  to  make 
them  pay. 

Murder.  Revenge.  People  changing  into 
bats.  It  sounds  like  it  has  all  the  elemoits  of  a 
best  seller.  Yet,  even  if  McMahan  had  man¬ 
aged  to  make  his  characters  more  believable, 
his  novel  still  would  have  ended  up  on  the 
literary  dung  heap  due  to  his  infantile  humor 
and  extraneous  sexist  attitude.  Monotonous 
puns  on  the  fact  that  the  characters  are  dead 
fill  every  page  and  contain  as  much  sophisti¬ 
cation  and  intrigue  as  a  child  screaming 
“Knock,  Knock.”  Some  of  the  more  painful 
lines  include,  “Curious  as  a  bat,  I  try  for 
another  peek,”  and  “Now  we’re  doing  a  jig  on

Love  times  two 

Because  non-fictional  lesbian  readers  need  to  read  about 
fictional  lesbian  lovers 


Lesbian  Love  Stories,  Volume  2 
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ccording  to  all  the  proper  authorities, 
true  love  is  a  mediocre  emotion, 
unless  it  is  unrequited.  But  if  you  are 
lucky  enough  to  experience  unrequited  love, 
say  the  experts,  you  have  the  option  of  becom¬ 
ing  Noble.  Simply  by  sublimating  your  libido 
and  refocusing  your  priorities,  you  are  able  to 
produce — voila! — Western  Civilization: 
skyscrapers,  prisons,  Christianity,  H-bombs, 
Great  Art,  Bic  pens,  the  whole  nine  yards. 
Fortunately,  Lesbian  Love  Stories,  Volume  2 
has  just  appeared  as  another  welcome  signal 
that  Western  Civilization  is  crumbling.  The 
volume’s  28  stories,  skillfully  edited  by  Irene 
Zahava,  are  about  women  who  love  other 
women  and  have  no  intention  of  sublimating 
anything.  ^ 

Because  women  and  love  can  requite  so 
pleasantly,  there  are  many  stories  in  this  collec¬ 
tion  that  are  about  women  doing  dear,  honest, 
vanilla  things  with  each  other,  things  that  are 
lovely  in  their  ordinariness.  Tee  Corinne  writes 
of  two  long-time  lovers  and  their  early  morning 
sex — tender,  slow,  habitual,  in  which  the 
phrase  “I  want  you”  comes  as  both  a  release 
and  a  reassurance.  Shay  Youngblood  tells  a 
melodic  story  about  a  Black  family’s  quiet, 
firm  acceptance  of  their  daughter’s  lesbian 
lover.  Leslea  Newman’s  story,  in  which  the 
ordinary  borders  on  the  fantastic,  describes  two 
young  women  who  meet,  have  sex,  fall  in  love 
and  stay  together  till  the  end  of  their  lives — 
perfectly.  Well,  gee.  We  need  to  read  about 
idyllic  happiness  at  least  once.  For  many  les¬ 
bians,  a  simple  “Hi  honey.  I’m  home”  (think  of 
it:  a  honey  and  a  home!)  can  feel  like  nine 
hours  in  a  jacuzzi. 

For  those  of  us  sneeringly  inclined  to  see  two 
people  very  much  in  love  as  couple-talist  pigs, 
editor  Zahava  has  provided  relief.  Lorrie 
Spree her’s  raw,  very  funny  “Sister  Safety-Pin” 
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is  about  experimentations  in  female  queemess 
that  go  on  between  two  anarcho-punk  room¬ 
mates.  Merril  Mushroom  contributes  two  sto¬ 
ries  of  bar  butch  seduction:  a  narrative  and  a 
how-to.  Gloria  Anzaldua  comes  up  with  the 
satirically  surreal  “Ms.  Right,  My  True  Love, 
My  Soul  Mate,”  about  a  lesbian  who  eats — as 
in  chews  and  swallows — the  woman  who  gave 
ha  a  mysterious,  wish  fulfilling  powder:  “She 
is  now  of  my  flesh — every  lover’s  dream.” 

There  are  stories  of  love  lost,  such  as  Louise 
Rafkin’s  mature,  layered  account  of  a  middle- 
aged  couple  that  stays  together  out  of  emotional 
inertia,  and  Barbara  Wilson’s  poignant  story  of 
two  women  who  fall  in  love  at  a  conference  but 
part,  because  of  one  woman’s  monogamous 
relationship.  Lee  Lynch  writes  achingly  about  a 
lesbian  truckdriver  who  turns  to  a  prostitute  for 
comfort  after  the  death  of  her  lifelong  lover. 
And  there  are  stories  of  love  in  other  times, 
such  as  a  futuristic,  girls-against-boys  adven¬ 
ture  a  la  Sally  Gearhart,  and  a  mini-epic  on  love 
between  Amazons  surviving  the  Trojan  War. 

It’s  nice  to  find  such  a  broad  array  of 
women’s  desire,  although  a  broader  array  of 
desiring  women  would  have  been  welcome. 
There  seem  to  be  no  Native  American  or  Asian 
writers  included  in  this  volume,  and,  except  for 
Joan  Nestle’s  graceful  story  about  a  woman 
with  a  debilitating  illness  who  risks  physical 
pain  to  make  love,  there  is  nothing  about  dis¬ 
ability. 

Despite  the  diversity  of  characters,  most  of 
the  emotional  lives  in  these  stories  tend  to  share 
a  certain  isolation  from  the  world  and  a  lust  for 
being  in  love — often  to  the  exclusion  of  hard¬ 
core  reality.  It’s  sort  of  astounding,  for 
instance,  that,  out  of  28  love  stories,  nobody 
has — let  alone  mentions — safer  sex.  There  are 
athletes,  scholars,  migrant  workers,  truckers, 
computer  programmers  depicted  in  this  collec¬ 
tion,  but — interestingly,  for  a  book  that  has 
sought  a  socially-aware  diversity — no  political 
activists.  Several  times,  in  the  course  of  reading 
this  book,  I  wanted  to  ask,  ’’But  don’t  any  of 
you  women-in-love  read  the  papa?”

Indivisible 
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anthologies.  Gathered  as  a  group  of  “stories 
about  gay  men,”  the  collection  includes  a  piece 
by  Virginia  Witt  about  a  gay  man  and  two  les¬ 
bian  friends  visiting  Provincetown.  Granted, 
this  is  only  one  story  out  of  18  by  a  woman,  but 
its  presence  indicates  a  real  progression 
towards  common  ground  between  the  worlds 
of  gay  and  lesbian  literature.  This  actual  pro- 
gess,  as  opposed  to  that  claimed  by  the  editors 
of  Indivisible,  is  what  can  provide  a  foundation 
for  our  further  cooperation. 

All  this  said,  Indivisible  is  a  very  good  idea, 
which  includes  some  very  good  writing.  It  is 
certainly  worth  the  price  of  admission. 
Moreover,  the  very  possibility  that  the  book 
could  have  been  conceived  and  published 
demonstrates  that  gay  men  and  lesbians  are 
healing  some  of  our  wounds,  and  are  moving 
closer  to  the  editor’s  dream  that  we  recognize 
“what  is  shared  as  well  as  what  divides.” 

In  the  end,  though,  the  supposedly  “indivisi¬ 
ble”  gay  and  lesbian  stories  in  this  anthology 
are  really  as  easily  separated  from  each  other  as 
the  pages  on  which  they  are  printed.  While  the 
editors’  intentions  are  admirable,  their  execu¬ 
tion  falls  far  short  of  what  is  needed. 

If  “gay  and  lesbian  literature”  is  to  exist  as 
truly  one  literature,  with  a  unified  voice,  our 
connections  must  be  deeper  than  book  titles 
and  jacket  copy.  We  must  write  of  our  joint  tri¬ 
umphs  and  disappointments,  our  continuing 
conflicts  and  moments  of  resolution,  our  com¬ 
mon  political  goals  and  those  which  may  be  at 
odds — all  the  time  writing  about  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  characters  who  care  about  one  another. 
And  to  do  that,  we  must  care  about  one  anoth¬ 
er.  □

DIFFICULT  WORLDS 
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all  right  too.  It  was  time  to  grow  up, 
move  on.  But  all  of  those  freewheel¬ 
ing  desires — at  least  with  me  any¬ 
way — had  to  be  locked  up.  Pushed 
into  a  private  drawer.  And  once  in  a 
while  it  rears  its  head  and  shouts,  1 
want  to  come  backl  Do  you  know 
what  I  mean?  The  desire  to.. ..enjoy 
life  again  without  having  to  worry 
about  the  consequences.... and  from 
what  I’ve  seen  in  the  neighborhood, 

[Victor]  has  been  flaunting  our  old 
desires  right  in  our  faces.  He  tempts 
us  by  saying  the  party  isn't  over — not 
if  you  come  to  him.  Pretty  irresistible 
offer.  And  if  we  gay  men  have  one 
fatal  flaw,  it’s  that:  We  are  easily 
tempted. 

Although  Steam  does  not  have  a  strong  sex¬ 
negative  message — and,  in  fact.  Laws  goes  to 
considerable  effort  to  reinforce  the  positive 
sexuality  of  the  book — it  does  have  a  some¬ 
what  mixed  message.  David’s  pronouncement 
that  gay  men  are  easily  tempted  rings  a  little 
false  since  everyone  is  easily  tempted,  it  is  giv¬ 
ing  into  temptation  that  is  the  problem.  And 
despite  Oscar  Wilde’s  epigram  about  the  ability 
to  resist  everything  but  temptation,  recent  safe 
sex  studies  have  shown  that  gay  men  are,  in 
fact,  very  good  at  dealing  with  making  sound, 
healthy  sexual  choices. 

Most  books  that  have  dealt  with  the  effect  of 
AIDS  on  gay  men’s  lives  have  done  so  in  a 
realistic  manner.  What  distinguishes  Steam  in 
this  category  is  that  Laws  is  a  nimble  and  able 
enough  writer  to  actually  get  at  the  underlying 
tensions  in  contemporary  gay  male  sexuality 
and  conjure  them  up  in  a  fantastical,  yet  emo¬ 
tionally  believable  setting.  If  nothing  else. 
Steam  is  one  of  the  most  inventive  books  to 
respond  to  the  AIDS  epidemic. 

It  is  also  one  of  the  most  entertaining. 
Beyond  the  small  qualms  about  its  sexual  poli¬ 
tics,  Steam  is  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  and 
engaging  read.  There  are  times  when  Laws 
goes  to  far — a  disco  floor  that  actually  eats 
people  draws  giggles  rather  than  shudders — but 
he  is  almost  always  on  target.  The  book  is  also 
very  sexy  and  although  a  good  part  of  this  is 
centered  on  manifestations  of  Victor’s  deadly 
fantasies — many  of  which  are  tinged  with  a 
delicious,  repulsive  S/M  quality — Steam  under¬ 
stands  well  the  complexities  of  sexual  desire. 

All  too  often  gay  genre  novels  are  slighted 
by  readers,  critics  and  even  publishers  as  being 
a  little  less  than  literature.  Steam  is  not  a  great 
novel  (and  off  hand,  what  is?),  but  it  is  a  very 
good  one.  Intelligent,  provocative  and  down¬ 
right  scary.  Steam  delivers  with  its  visceral 
ability  to  quicken  our  pulse  and  enliven  our 
body  and  mind.  □

the  head  of  a  coffin  nail.”  And  they  get  worse. 
Much  worse.  The  harsh  truth  is  that  McMahan 
is  not  funny  and  that  his  attempted  wit  does 
more  to  aggravate  readers  than  entertain  them. 

Vying  for  the  aggravation  award,  however, 
is  McMahan’s  treatment  of  women.  His  sole 
female  character,  Anneliiese,  is  a  vampire 
whom  we  are  expected  to  alternately  pity  and 
scorn  and  then  ultimately  despise.  She  is  por¬ 
trayed  as  a  sexually  frustrated  monster  who 
transforms  an  innocent  four-year-old  boy  into 
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one  of  the  undead  because  “throughout  history, 
the  skirts  could  not  keep  their  hands  off  the  lit¬ 
tle  ones."  By  aligning  her  sickness  with  her 
gender,  McMahan  sets  up  Anneliiese  as  a  yard¬ 
stick  by  which  he  measures  the  superiority  of 
the  homosexual  man  over  the  heterosexual 
woman.  When  she  finally  dies,  it  is  a  relief,  not 
only  because  it  is  the  end  of  the  novel,  but  also 
because  it  saves  readers  from  having  to  listen 
to  Lyall’s  immature  litany  concerning  the 
female  gender. 

If  I  made  this  book  sound  like  a  chore  to 
read — good.  It  was  horrendous.  The  aspects 
I  chose  to  expand  upon  are  merely  the  high¬ 
lights  of  a  much  larger  work  chock  full  of  lit¬ 
erary  offenses.  Instead  of  allowing  readers 
escape,  this  novel  confines  readers  through 
formulated  humor  and  unimaginative  charac¬ 
ters.  You  might  want  to  pick  up  a  copy  of 
Vampires  Anonymous  if  you  have  masochis¬ 
tic  tendencies  or  want  to  give  it  to  an  enemy 
as  a  gift.  But  other  than  that,  you’d  be  wise 
to  put  on  some  garlic  and  bury  this  novel  six 
feet  under,  where  all  good  vampires  belongQ

reality,  who  cares?  The  very  existence  of  sto¬ 
ries  like  these  is  political.  Lesbians  writing  fic¬ 
tion — and  writing  better  all  the  time,  I  think — 
help  us  nonfictional  lesbian  readers  to  love 
each  other  in  a  world  that  tends  to  hate  us. 
They  help  us  to  remember,  when  the  going  gets 
tough  and  love’s  a  battlefield  and  there  is  unre- 
quitement  everywhere,  not  to  sublimate.
